Does tne following Scriptures
Justify us in Changing Our form
of Church Government,

John 17:20-38; Eph. 4: 8 6, 11-16.

Paper read before the Louisville, M.
& o Couference and by Rev, C.C.
Bates, February 29th and published by
order of the body.

To properly answer this question we
must first koow what our form of
church government is.

Hiscox says: ‘‘1he Bapiists accepl
the ladvpeudent form «f government,
iu which the governl. g power rests
entirely with the people, that is, the
budy of members of each local church
each being encirely separate from and
indepeudent from ail others, so far as
sutbu. ity snd control are oconcerned.

**Kach particular individual church
is actusily and abeolutely independ-
ent in the exercise of all Lis churchly
rights, privileges aua prerogatives; i.-
depondent of ll other churches, indi-
viausis and bodies of men whatever,
and ls under law to Christ alone.

ben it does seem (o us that the
above named scri, tures strengtben oui
form of church government iustead of
Justifying us lu chauglog it, the Sav-
1our praye that we mey all be cue, not
as twastors and se; vanls but as brethren
ohildrez of ome Iather; partsof the
same body; members of the same fam-
ily wud soldiers marching under the
same baaner.—Luve.

Aud again, “'Looking unto Jesus the
author and flnisher of our faith. Heb.
12:3, God’sword is the supieme and
jnfailible rule for our guidance, and
our church goverument is in acgord-
ance with it. We hav« no right to go
beyond the teachings of the scriptures
and the/efore do not telicve in 'he au-
thority of the decrees of Pope, couucil
and conventions save as they are en-
aorsed by the Bible. Of course we must
uot let our church government lead
us intothings contracy to the will of
Ged, or interfere with our duty te our
fell)wmen and we claim thuat it does
a0t do this, butemphasizes love Lo God
aud our fellowmen and does away with
tuv fear o! men. As Baptists we f-el
that our church goverument is sup-
ported by the word of God, even those
passages giveu inour subject. And we
feel proud of 1it, not becauge it gives us
the right to be narrow, bigoted acd iu-
tolerant, but humble, pwiieut, gener-
ous aud loviug. ‘I'beun uuder it leL us
march to vicwry® keepiug ever before
ue **Oue Lord, Que Iaith sud voe Bap-
tiem’’ and remewmbering that *“Charity
sutlerctb loug and is kiud ; charity en-
viesh nol; cosrity vauutsin not 1lself,
is not puffed up. I coour, 18:4.

The Negro and the Supreme Court

The Negroes of Alabama apparently
need the service of s traditiona: Phil-
adelphia lawyer if they are going to
establish their right to vote in the Fed-
eral courts. Jackson W. Giles has now
gone twice to the Urited State Supreme
Court for relief from the discrimina-
tion practiced agaiust him by the Ala-
bama suthorities, and each time has
been thrown outof court on a techni-
cality. In the former case three mem-
bere of the court. Justices Harlan,
Brewer and Brown, took his side and
Justice Lrewer pretty sharply riddied
theargument by which Justice Holmes
in the majority opinion, broadened
the scope of the case beyound the re-
cord of appeal on the question of the
Cireuit Court’s jurisdiction, and pro-
ceeded to to declare that, as QGiles at-
tacked the vahidity of the new Alaba-
ma constituion, he could bave no
standing aa a petitioner for registra-
tion claiming that he was qualified uu-
der it- Justice Brewer held that neo
question but that of jurisdiction was
before tue court, that the lower court
clearly had jurisdiction, and that
te refusal of the circuit judge to take
it should nave been reversed.

In the later case just decided Giles
gets less comfort. Justice Harlan
alone dissents from the prevailing
opiniou, writien by Justice Day. The
case is again dismissed, this time for
want of jurisdiction. Giles brought
action in the state c:urts but was de-
feated. He then appealed on the
ground that his right under the Con-
stitution of the United States were de-
nied. It seems, however, that in the
state courts he did not base bis claim
to registration on those rights, but en-
oun his rights under the state laws.
Hence no Federal question was raised
on which the Uuited States ceurte
could review the action of the state
tribunais; for ail that appeared, regis-
try was deuied for reasous otuer thau
any which would have iufringed his
rigbts uuder the Federal Constitution.
This omission was [aial t0 his appeal.

Neither of these cases secured a de-
cisiol the merits of the quustion of Ne-
Rro rigois aud the vald iy of the
Southern Siate vonstitutions svowedly
intended to disfrsushise Negroes, It
is to be hoped Lhat before ioug some-
body with the requisite legal skill wili
gel the watler syuarely belore the Sus
preme Court aud force & decisiou vu
the validity of tuhe disirsucbisiug
Clause of Luese coustitutious. Tue
court will make void any such decisiou
as loug as 1t cau, but tur Ltusl 1t 18 ol
Lo be bismed. No wise court ever goes
oul of its way Lo decide & question, es-
pecially a coutroverted p Jutical gues-
uou, sud the resull ol eue conspicuous
atiempt of the United Suates Supreme
Court tw do it in the Dre¢ Scott vase is
% walniog which will not be forgotten.
The court has no business with & case
which does not come belors it properiy.
Neitber can 1t be expevied Lo teach
lawyers how L0 prepare Lbeir Cascs or
10 wanke nllowauce lor wistakes.

We are uot yet prepared Lo believe
that e Suprewe Court 1s helpless to
euforce Lhe suprewe law of the land
aud protect ciuzeus of the United
States frow invasion of their rights by
the Sistes, or that the judges, iua
8pirit of acquiescence in couditions
that cannot ve couveniently changed,
are prepared o abdicate their func-
tions as expounders of the Constitution
a8 it ex ste. However sound may be
the argument of expediency with ref.
ereuce (o new political action on this
difficult question, the duty of the court
is plsiu, aud the rights of a Negro,
when his vase is properly presented,
should be upheld s vigorcuely as they
would have bee: iu 1871, when natiou-
al sentiment was strong in favor of the
most vigorous enforcement of the new
constitutional amendments. 1If they
really want to establish their right to
vote, that disfrancuised biacks should
proceed to lay the fouudatio.stor their
suits unuder able legal advice, and go 10
tne Supreme Court with a case which
cannot be dinmissed ou technicalities.

It is not possi-
ble in this brief letter to set forth in
detail, the pressing needs of our mission
fields, but believe me, that the honor
of our Foreign Mission Board and the
gocd of the Baptist aenomination de-
pends very largely, upon whatshall be
done by our fifteen thousand Baptist
churches for missions on tue first Sun-
day in April.

If Baptist principles are to be die-
siminated among the people in heath-
en lands, if the wourk already begun is
to be successfully carried on, and the
lives our dear missionaries are te be
preserved, we must act now ana act
altogether. If it werv possible, I
would address a personal letter to ev-
ery Baptist Pastor 1u the Uuited States
with the hope of indueing him 1w set
aside overy other matter, aud h lp to
wske the fir-t Sunday in April, the
greatest missionary day, ever recorded
by the Baptiss ia this country. But, as
I cauunot de that, I am praying asl
write this appeal, that it will go from
one to another, until every one has
heard the call and will resoive to make
the day one of prayer aod sacrifice, for
the extension f the Muaster's kingdem
over all the world.

Dr. Jordan, the Secretary of our For-
eign Mission Board, will himself be in
Alric. when the day comes for the
collection, but let none withold un
that accouunt, but take a collection and
send to the Natioual Baptist Foreign
Mission Board, 726 West Waluut St.
